DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 12, 15, 18-22 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
US 3,193,160 to Veit et al. 

Veit shows a delayed flow-pouring spout as seen in Figs. 1 and 6, having a cap 12 
attached to the opening 15a of a hand held bottle, the delayed pouring spout has a first hole 17a 
below a second hole 16b when the delay chamber reservoir 12a is in the dispensing position, a 
tower 26 raised from the delay chamber floor with an outlet 26, the fluid flows into the delay 
chamber before flowing out the drain, see column 4, lines 47-56, the drain outlet is partially 
cover by wall 25b. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 2, 5, 8-11, 24, 25, 26, 27 and 28 are allowed.
